A REMARKABLE GAVE. 

On Swsgo near thoYesidenoe or 
Mr Geo Qverliolt, there is a very 
interesting uatnrol curiosity to be 
seen. It is a blowing cave at tbe^ 
base of limestone cliff, that forma* 
a sfrikiug reatoro or the scene that 
would be deemed a^>re than odina- 
rily beautiful were it Jo be olwerv 
any where else, here It being a 
beauty amoug lieauties. The open 
tug is about fifteen feet fride, *ur 
|m<iauted by a slightly ourved arch 
about four feet high at the ouImiaM 
ting point. A* far aft visible from 
the entrance, the descent iu about 
Afteen degrees and deviates to the 
light as one faces the cliff. A con 
slant stream of air pours from the 
<-;ivc .did keeps tlra leaves in no 
ceasing motion, and its effects are 
apparent aa far as flftjr feet, away, 
la summer Htia current of air elilUs 
with its coolness and in winter al 
most stifles the visitor with its 
warmth. About a month before 
a viait to this cave, n shelter of 
green boaghs was mads at the 
moot It, oue of the heoghs being 
placed within and being In the 
stream of air aud entirely shaded 
from the suu waa as green as (lie

Does not seem to Improve, anff 
the fear that lately poaaessed many 
that the hills of this State were 
aoon to be slripirad of their trees, 
does not seem 'likely to be realized, 
unfortunately, too.

This seems to be the cane 
with lumber interests generally, 
and it umy have tlra effect of put 
ting the price of lumber up, as It Is 
one of the necessities of life, aud au 
article that has to Ira used every 
yoar hi certain, quantities, regard¬ 
less ol good or bad times. If it is 
true, as au eminent lumberman 
writes, that a winter with plenty of 
snow, in which a great many logs 
uiay Ira p .t In, will cause the price 
of luinlrar to depreciate, then hard 
times that will shut down mills, 
may have the desirable effect of 
putting it np.
